“Lost Battalion” Nor Lost. 

Major Gen. Robert Alexander, U.S.A., commander of 
the 77th Division, U.S.A., in an interesting statement 
made public in New York city on May 4, made it plain 
that the so-called “Lost Battalion” of the 308th In- 
fantry, under command of Major (later Lieut. Col.) 
Charles W. Whittlesey, was never lost at all. The bat- 
talion under Major Whittlesey was the first battalion 
of the regiment, the General explained, and was sent to 
occupy an extremely difficult terrain and to hold it until 
reinforced. Notwithstanding the orders of General 
Alexander to the commanding general of the 154th Bri- 
gade, the brigade instead of being placed where ,it could 
properly support Major Whittlesey’s command, was 
placed in a contrary position. This made the situation 
of Major Whittlesey’s command very critical, especially 
as he had gone into action with only two days’ reserve 
command 


rations, and he was isolated from the main 
for five days. His position was exactly known to Gen- 
eral Alexander, however, and effort was made by the 


Air Service to supply him with rations and ammuni- 
tion, but none of these efforts met with success. Vari- 
ous attempts were made to reinforce the first battalion, 
which was bravely holding out and which refused to sur- 
render despite the fact that it had been cut off from the 
main command for five days. Finally a determined ad- 
vance was made by the entire line which ultimately 
broke through the enemy's formations and Major Whit- 
tlesey’s command was reinforced and the enemy driven 
off. General Alexander paid very high compliment to the 
Major for his gallant defense and in holding the object- 
ive designated for him. “The battalion,” said General 
Alexander, “was neither ‘lost’ nor ‘rescued.’ It suf- 
fered heavy losses; it was subjected to fire from both

PEACE PROBLEMS OF U.S. AIR SERVICE. 


Before the Southern Aeronautical Congress at Macon, 
Ga., on May 5, Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, Direc- 
tor of Air Service, U.S.A., outlined the problems which 
confront the Air Service and stated in detail the objects 
in view for peace-time development. The address was 
regarded as an expression by General Menoher of the 
policy which should be adopted in order to develop the 
Army air program conjointly with a broad plan to aid 
civilian enterprises and purposes in connection with air 
navigation. He pointed out that the manufacturers 
were to have every consideration and the greatest pos- 
sible co-operation and flatly declared that the Govern- 
ment should not undertake the manufacture of planes or 
engines in quantity. General Menoher said, in part: 

Address by General Menoher. 

“We, I believe, would like to see the United States, 
where aviation had its birth, gain and maintain the lead 
in aviation. To do this will require the co-operation 
and co-ordination of all our activities and resources. Be- 
cause of the lead given the Air Service of the War De- 
partment by the enforced effort due to the war, civilian 
activities are sure to look to the Air Service for as- 
sistance for some time to come. This places upon the 
Air Service an obligation of assistance and co-operation 
in carrying on the work; a fortunate circumstance pro- 
vided it fulfills its obligation. It will be the endeavor 
of the Air Service to fulfill these obligations as far as 
possible, subject to the limitations of Congressional ap- 
propriation. The acceptance of such co-operation and 
assistance by civilian activities should carry with it a 
reciprocal obligation and appeal is hereby made for such 
reciprocal obligation. It will be in the matter of re- 
search and development of material that we must look 
in the future to civilian activities pnless Cengress should 
appropriate for this purpose more liberally than we have 
now reason to hope for. The Air Service must render 
every encouragement possible to private manufacturers 
to develop new and improved types, and at the same time 
carry on its own work along these lines as far as pos- 
Within the Air Service itself, there must be an 
From its present position of 
advantage, it should be able to lead the way in most 
phases of air activities. It should never be content to 
simply maintain its existence. 

“Of the many problems pressing for solution in the 
general field of aeronautics, the most urgent is that of 
proper and adequate rules and regulations for the navi- 
gation of the air. First and foremost among these rules 
should be those covering matters of qualifications and 
licensing of pilots. The rules should cover also such 
activities as general interstate flying, coast defense pa- 
trol, postal service, forest patrols, commercial photogra- 
phy, aerial transport service, sports and recreations, ex- 
ploration, night flying, police service, smuggling, in- 
cendiarism, etc. 

To Encourage Manufacturers.

enters civil life is an asset to the nation. In the Army 
he gains physical fitness, hardening, discipline and regu- 
lar habits, the very foundation for success in civil life 
should he conclude to leave the Army after serving his 
enlistment period. The high standards established for 
enlistment and the various attractions offered appeal to 
self-respecting men, especially the opportunities for yvo- 
cational ‘and educational training, A man in the Army 
has every incentive to lead a clean, wholesome and useful 
life, and should leave the Service with a self-respect and 
manhood that can never be shaken. 

The excellent work the Army is now doing in its 
campaign of publicity, in building a reputation with the 
public by telling plain truths in order to eradicate the 
old popular misconception, is well illustrated at the Re- 
cruiting Publicity Office at 461 8th avenue, New York 
city, which is in charge of Col. Julius T. Conrad, U.S.A.

what the Government, through its recruiting officers 
as agents, is offering to the right sort of men on the 
easiest of terms possible.” a 
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SENATOR NEW ON ARMY REORGANIZATION. 

Further indication of the impending campaign in 
Congress for the adoption of a system of universal mili- 
tary training was given this week by Senator Harry 8. 
New of Indiana, of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs. Senater New, who was formerly an officer in 
the National Guard, has long been an advocate of a 
military policy based upon a small standing army and 
a system of universal training for the purpose of ex- 
pansion in time of war. The bill calling for such a pro- 
gram introduced by him during the last session has been 
referred to the General Staff Corps and to the general 
staff of the A.E.F. at Senator New’s request that both 
it their consideration and make recommendations 
regarding its adoption. He said, in an interview for 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, on May 12: 

“IT am opposed to a large standing Army, because it 
entails uselessly large expense. I agree practically en- 
tirely with Mr. Kahn, chairman of the House Military 
Committee, that the Army should be kept within the 
figures set under the provisions of the National Defense 
Act, and that some system of universal training should 
be adopted so that an Army of any size can be entirely 
ready for war except for mobilization within a minimum 
of time. An Army of half a million is entirely too large 
for peace times and entirely inadequate for war. With 
universal training we could raise an Army of whatever 
size might be necessary in a very short time.” 

Senator New emphasized the necessity of hastening 
legislation for reorganizing the Army, although at the 
same time expressing his disapproval of any attempt to 
reorganize the Army by means of attaching legislative 
riders to the Appropriation bill. He said: “I consider 
this matter of creating an Army one of the mest impor- 
tant things that Congress has to deal with. It is one 
of the things the extra session was called for, not only 
to make the appropriations, but to actually determine 
a policy for the future. The present Army goes almost 
entirely cut of existence within four months of the time 
the peacé treaty is signed, and unless we take some defi- 
nite action pretty soon we will be without enough of an 
Army to garrison the Canal Zone. I am absolutely 
opposed to obtaining any necessary legislation by using 
riders to the Appropriation bill. This is entirely too 
important a matter to allow us to dispose of it in that 
The appropriations have to be authorized within

In response to the question as to what would become 
of the National Guard under a system of Regular Army 
and universal training, the Indiana Senator said: “In 
advocating universal training I didn’t look at it from 
the standpoint of the National Guard, but I merely 
considered what I thought would be to the best advan- 
tage ef the United States as a whole. I believe this 
poliey is worth while even though it means that the 
National Guard has to suffer as a result.” Senator 
New said he would continue to urge the passage of leg- 
islation calling for universal military training at the 
special session of Congress, and that he hoped to have 
the suggestions of the General Staff Corps and the gen- 
eral staff of the A.E.F. regarding his universal training 
bill upon which to base this legislation. 
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To Recevit ANoruER 50,000 For ARMY. 

Secretary of War Baker stated, on May 9, that the 
War Department would doubtless proceed to organize a 
second quota of 50,000 recruits if the first contingent is 
filled by voluntary enlistments. He expressed the opin- 
ion that there would be no difficulty in recruiting the 
first 50,000. In speaking on the proposed organization 
of the Army Secretary Baker said his plan for an Army 
of 509,909 enlisted men was merely a temporary meas-

New Boarp ror CourTs-MartT1aL INQuIRY. 


The formation of a board of three officers to make an 
investigation into the present courts-martial system was 
announced by Secretary. of War Baker on May 10. 
Major Gen. Francis J. Kernan, U.S.A., formerly com- 
manding general of the Service of Supply, A.E.F., is 
chairman of the board, whose other members are Major 
Gen. John F. O’Ryan, of New York, and Lieut. Col. 
Hugh W. who is a Boston attorney in private 
life. Mr. Baker apparently based his selection on two 
considerations; te appoint officers who have had wide 
experience in courts-martial proceedings and to appoint 
officers who represent the three different elements of the 
Army commissioned personnel, the Regular Establish- 
ment, the National Guard and the Reserves. General 
Kernan’s activity as commanding general of the Service 
of Supply, consisting of practically 500,000 officers and

men, gave him unusual opportunity both as appointing — 


authority for courts and as reviewing authority to study 
the working of the courts-martial system. Mr. Baker 
state@yhat General O’Ryan had been chosen because, as 

commander of the 27th Division, he had been an appoint- 
ing and reviewing authority for combat troops under war 
conditions; he would therefore have the proper idea of 
the relation of discipline to military justice. General 
O’Ryan is also a lawyer. Colonel Ogden was chosen by 
the Secretary of War after a conference with Brig. Gen. 
Walter A. Bethel, Acting Judge Advocate General of the 
A.E.F., who recommended Colonel Ogden as an officer 
who had had a wide professional career in private life. 
He was formerly judge advocate of the 42d Division and 
later attached to the Army of Occupation. This board

that the investigation will be undertaken immediately. 
Results of the board’s study of the courts-martial sys- 
tem will go to Secretary Baker, and upen this he will 
make recommendations to Congress for new legislation 
regarding the revision of the present system. 
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Overseas Duty Orrerep ArmMy OFrickrs. 

According to a new War Department policy, it is 
now becoming possible for any Regalar Army officer, or 
officer recommended for commissien in the Regular Ser- 
vice, to get overseas duty with the replacement troops 
which are being sent to France and Siberia. In assign- 
ing officers for duty with the replacement troops only 





those who have not had overseas servive are being chosen. - 


Upon their arrival they may be kept with thé new 
troops or they may be used to replace officers who are 
ordered home. Officers in Washington see in this policy 
a successful plan of the War Department to satisfy 
members of the Regular Army who wish to serve with 
the Expeditionary Force while these forces are still 
mobilized and who have been on continuous duty within 
the United States during the war. General orders issued 
by department commanders under orders from the War 
Department have instructed regimental commanders that 
“whenever a regiment has present for duty more than 
three field officers beldw the grade of colonel. or more 
than sixteen eaptains, or more than pants lieuten- 
ants, regimental commanders are ‘authorized to 

by wire to headquarters the names of 

each grade to reduce the number present for 
each grade to the figures stated. The officers so report. 
must be Regular officers, or officers recommended for 
the Regular Service, who have not been overseas and 
who desire such service. The names so reported will be 
sent by headquarters to the War Department as availa- 
ble for service with recruits sent overseas as replace-— 
ments.

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Forr Leavenworrt DiscipLinary BARRACKS. 

Letters and telegrams from friends and relatives of 
political and other objectors to military service now serv- 
ing sentences in the U.S. Disciplinary Barracks, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., received atthe War Department, 
allege that some prisoners are held in overcrowded and 
unsanitary cells at the post guard house, and that about 
April 23 prisoners in one cell were subjected to a stream 
of water from a fire hose. In a statement on May 10 
the War Department says that annual inspection of the 
disciplinary berracks was being made about the time of 
the water incident and the facts are as follows: Part of 
the guard house has been turned over to the commandant 
of the disciplinary barracks, who segregated there a num- 
ber of prisoners who declined to work, so that their cx- 
ample of refusing to work would not be so injurious to 
the rest of the prisoners. In one cell were incarcerated 
approximately twenty-six who had refused to work, 
most of whom are conscientious objectors. On the night 
of April 23 after “lights out” a number of men in this 
cell continued to make sufficient noise to interfere with 
the sleeping of other prisoners. The guards ordered them 
to keep quiet, to go to bed, which they refused to do. 
Capt. Charles W. Jones, 49th Inf., who had charge of 
that part of the guard house not under jurisdiction of 
the disciplinary barracks, also endeavored to quiet these 
men. They refused to obey him and were insubordinate 
and impudent. He ordered the water turned on through 
a small garden ‘hose on this cell. This failed to produce 
results, the prisoners becoming more noisy and insolent, 
upon which the Captain had the fire hose turned on the 
cell, with the result that the majority of the prisoners in 
this cell and their clothing were pretty thoroughly wet. 
After five or six minutes, the prisoners quieted down and 
remained quiet the rest of the night. Although several 
caught cold, no other injury or sickness resulted. “The 
wetting down with hose,” the department statement 
says, “is a recognized form of dealing with riotous and 
mutinous groups, not only in the Army, but in civilian 
institutions, and is resorted to as more humane than 
other forms of violent repression leading to physical in- 
jury. The wisdom of the action taken by the officer on 
the spot in this instance may be questioned, in view of 
all the circumstances, but the immediate responsibility 
for restoring order was his, and he did not exceed his 
powers. The inspector was of the opinion that the treat- 
ment accorded was justified by the conduct of the pris- 
oners.” 
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ARMY PROMOTION AND DEMOTION. 

“If there is anything you can do to stimulate the de- 
layed permanent promotion it will be much appreciated 
by the Army at large,” writes an Infantry officer in 
France. “The situation is most mysterious; no one here 
appears able to give any explanation for the failure to 
make permanent promotions to fill vacancies. The In- 
fantry has had no promotions since April 15, 1918, up 
to report here April 14, 1919, from captain to major; and 
there are estimated to be more than seventy vacancies 
in the ag of major. The last Cavalry captain made a 
major is August, 1918, and the last Artillery promotion 
was in June, 1919. There can be no question that 
boards can be convened at present for examination. 
With the threatened demotion from temporary rank in 
view it is only just that these officers who have served 
in the war with credit as field officers, and in whose 
field grade permanent vacancies now erist, should not 
be required to return to the grade of captain. There 
are bound to be many injustices and inequalities in the 
demotion process, but that is one step that could be 
avoided. e begins to suspect that the element of’ poli- 
ties is entering into the matter and that an attempt is 
being made to make a selection promotion law retro- 
active. These vacancies have been fully earned under 
the present law and the officers now senior and eligible 
to promotion are fully entitled to them. Any attempt at 
retroactive promotion by selection is sure to prejudice 
the whole plan and is a most logical argument against 
the possibility of selection being made with justice. 
This situation could only arise in the Regular Army, 
whose members have been sq intent on their individual 
performance of their war duties that they have bad no 
time to look after their own interests as individuals or 
as a class. This measure goes further and threatens 
the success of the military policy of improvement.” 











Reconstruction Work in Hosprratrs. 

Of the nearly 75,000 patients in hospitals devoted to 
reconstruction work 25,000 were enrolled as students in 
the various courses offered during the month of March, 
according to a report of the Division of Physical Recon- 
struction of the Office of the Surgeon General, The 
work was carried on at twenty-five general hospitals and 
nineteen base hospitale; 13,795 soldiers were engaged 
in hand crafts and 3,194 in academic studies. Type- 
writing was the favorite study. Enrollments in shop 
and school subjects numbered about 26,000. During 
the four months from September to March 75,000 pa- 
tients were enrolled in educational work an?’ 140,000 
in ward, shop and school work, or a total of 55% of the 
272,000 patients reached by the é@ducational service. 
Teaching wounded and convalescent soldiers the type- 
writer repairing trade while in hospital is a plan de- 
vised by the Director of Sales, War Department, which 
ix being carried out by the Red Gross Reconstruction 
Division and similar organizations.

The American Liquidation Commission settled the 
claims of England and the United States within less 
than two weeks’ time, according to a cable message re- 


ceived on May 12 by Secretary of War Baker from 
Chester W. Cuytheil, special representative of the Secre- 
tary of War for settling claims of the United States 
against Allied governments and those of other countries 
against the American Government. According to the 
terms of the settlement of claims against England, that 
country will pay the United States $35,500,000. The 
items accounted for were tomspruce, Liberty motors, 
nitro-cellulose powder, wood distillates, cotton linters 
and wool. This settlement does not take into consider- 
ation services rendered by England, such as the trans- 
portation of American troops in British ships. The 
commission, under the chairmanship of Judge Parker, 
is authorized by the War Department to settle all claims 
between the United States and the Allies. The arrange- 
ments so satisfactorily arrived at with Great Britain 
indicate that the French and Italian claims wil! be set- 
tled in the near future, according to Secretary Baker.

War Risk Insurance, Puiiierine Scouts.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS OF OFFicers’ CLUBS. 

Major Gen. DeRosey C. Cabell, ~'.8.A., commanding 
the Southern Department, in a communication to his 
command says: “It is noted that the financial affairs of 
officers’ Clubs and messes are frequently brought to the 
attention of these headquarters. In such cases large 
sums are owing to tradesmen, no funds are available for 
payment, no records are in existence, or there is an 
alarming laxness in methods of keeping accounts, from 
which to prorate the necessary assessments. The good 
name and the honor of the Army is unfavorably affected. 
Therefore it is directed that in all officers’ messes and 
clubs at posts and stations in this department in which 
there are eight or more members, there shall be a mess 
council consisting of a president, a member and a mess 
officer.” General Cabell gives instructions regarding the 
management of the mess, and in conclusion says: “In 
case of mismanagement, irregularities or indebtedness, a 
report will be made by the president to the commanding 
officer of the post or camp, who will take such steps as 
may be necessary to adjust existing conditions.”

Rapip DEMOBILIZATION aT UprTon. 

In the work of rapid demobilization of troops return- 
ing from overseas Camp Upton, N.Y., has made a great 
record, and, in fact, it claims to have broken all records 
in the number of men mustered out in one day. On 
May 9 the record stood 100 officers and 10,329 men of 
the 77th Division paid off, honorably discharged and left 
camp for home, between the hours of 8:30 a.m. and 4:30 
p.m. This rapid. work, it is claimed, has never been 
equaled in any camp in the United States. The de 
mobilization plan was worked out by Major Joseph K 
Nicholls, camp personnel adjutant. Men were paid off 
as fast as 1,400 an hour, and officers who took the places 
of enlisted men selling railroad tickets disposed of “thirty 
every six mimutes. The staff of Col. G. H. Scott, camp 
surgeon, made 15,000 physical examinations in thirty- 
nine hours. :

CONTINUANCE OF WARRANTS. 

The War Department in Circular 228, May 1, 1919, 
relative to continuance of warrants, says: “The au- 
thority granted in current regulations and instructions 
for the continuance of the warrants of non-commissioned 
officers upon re-enlistment under certain prescribed con- 
ditions, is to be construed as extending to re-enlistment 
in the several arms, staff corps and departments whose 
enlisted personnel must, under the provisions of Circu- 
lar No. 141, War Department, 1919, be enlisted in an- 
other arm, staff corps or department with a view to im- 
mediate transfer. The sole effect of these instructions is 
to bridge the gap during which such men are not in the 
arm, staff corps or department to which they are to be 
transferred. Previous instructions limiting the continu- 
ance of warrants remain unchanged.”

In connection with his statement that during the six

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GENERAL MACARTHUR TO WEST POINT. 
Announcement by Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of 
May 10, of the order assigning Brig. Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, U.S.A., as Superintendent of the 
United States Military Academy at West Point, effec- 
tive June 12, came as an agreeable surprise to the many 
friends of General MacArthur in and out of the Service. 
It was generally greeted as a fitting recognition of the 
brilliant services he had rendered in the war and. eyi- 
dence of the War Department's appreciation of his fit- 
ness for the important post of head of the greatest mili- 
tary school in the world. It will be gratifying also that 
the War Department intends that General MacArthur, 
who is a major of Engineers in the Regular Establish- 
ment, shall retain his temporary rank of brigadier gen- 
eral at least until Congress acts on the suggested recom- 
mendation to provide for making permanent the tempo- 
rary ranks held by general officers of exceptional ser- 
vice during the war. 

Gevyeral MacArthur, who is a son of the late Lieut. 
Gen, Arthur MacArthur, U.S.A., is one of the youngest 
officers ever appointed Superintendent of the U.S.M.A., 
being only thirty-nine years old, and is one of the most 
popular and widely known officers in the Army. He 
was appointed to West Point from Missouri in 1899, 
graduated first in his class in 1903, and received an ap- 
pointment as second . lieutenant of Engineers. He 
served as a captain of Engineers in the Vera Cruz ecam- 
paign and as a major was on General Staff duty in 
Washington at the outbreak of the war, specially as- 
signed by Secretary Baker as military censor and as 
the Secretary’s personal representative in conferences 
with the press. While on that duty he conceived the 
plan of forming a division of National Guard troops to 
be composed of units from many states. The suggestion 
was approved by Secretary Baker and under Major Gen. 
William A. Mann, then Chief of the Militia Bureau, the 
organization of the 42d Division was begun. General 
MacArthur was the first to employ the term “Rainbow” 
in describing the command while it was still taking 
shape on paper, and the division of itself later officially 
adopted that title. General MacArthur, as a colonel, 
N.A., was appointed chief of staff of the division. In 
command of General Mann the division went to France 
in November, 1917. 

General (then Colonel) MacArthur served as chief of 
staff of the Rainbow Division from the time of its ar- 
rival in France until he was appointed to command the 
84th Infantry Brigade, which he led in the series of 
actions at St. Mihiel and north of Verdun. While serv- 
ing as chief of staff he personally took charge of the first 
raid engaged in by the division in the Salient du Feye. 
For his conduct under fire on this oceasién he was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Cross. Though 
wounded and suffering from gas poisoning he refused to 
be evacusted and continued to perform his duties at 
divisional headquarters, He previously had been awarded 
the Croix de Guerre for participation in an important 
raid by the French forces near Rechicourt. He per- 
sonally captured a Bavarian colonel in that raid. Colo- 
nel MacArthur in the battle of the Marne won the com- 
mendation of his chief, Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, 
who had succeeded General Mann in command of the 
42d Division. In a personal letter to General Pershing 
he urged that Colonel MacArthur be commissioned a 
brigadier general, stating that the remarkable perform- 
ance of the command was due to the skill and judgment 
of his chief of staff more than to any single cause. For 
extraordinary heroism in action at the capture of Hills 
288 and 242 on Oct. 15 and 16, 1917, Colonel MacAr- 
thur was cited again and awarded a bronze oak leaf on 
the ribbon of the Distinguished Service Cross previously 
awarded him. 8 

He received his appointment as brigadier general, Na- 
tional Army, on June 26, 1918, and was assigned to 
Camp Meade to organize a brigade of the 11th Division, 
but he so strongly resisted detachment from duty at the 
front that he was finally assigned to the 84th Brigade of 
his own division, which he led with distinction to the 
close of hostilitics. 

In the lineai list of majors of Engineers for May 
1919, Generat MacArthur is No. 27 among the seventy- 
four in the list. His home is with his mother, 2123 
California street, Washington, D.C. War honors he 
has reerived include the French Croix de Guerre and 
Legion of Honor; and the Distinguished Service Medal 
and Itistinguished Service Cross awarded by the United 
States. 
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War Work or KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS. 
Commendation of the war relief work 
for soldiers, sailors and murines by the Knights of Co- 
lumbus has been expressed by General Pershing and 
Admiral Sims. The K. of C. were admitted to war work 
in this country June 12, 1917. One million dollars was 
set as probably needed and this was quickly raised. The 
amount needed was soon raised to three million, after- 
wards to seven and a half, then to ten; finally, for the 
year commencing last July a budget of thirty million 
dollars was decided upon. The first work in this coun- 
try was in the cantonments. Immediately thereafter 
entry was made into the National Guard encampments. 
Dec. 1, 1917, the K. of C. obtained permission from 
General Pershing to install their service in France with 
the A.E.F. It took several months to lay the ground- 
work, and it was not until the following April that the

Giant AU-Metal Airships Predicted. 

In a statement suggesting plans for’ municipal land- 
ing fields for aircraft in the United States that shall in- 
clude provision for large airships, the Information 
Group of the U.S. Air Service’ makes the in’ 
prediction that giant all-metal airships capable of cruis- 
ing 20,000 miles and remaining above the earth three 
weeks will probably appear within a few years. The 
statement adds “We may reasonably expect in 
future to have transcontinental airships in the United 
States each capable of carrying nearly 200 tons of use- 
ful load. Oveiously it will be such that will 
transport the first-class mail and some passengers. Air- 
planes will not be displaced by these mammoth ships, 
The natural employment of the planes_in great number 
will be the local distribution of mail “in all 
from the main airship stops across the continent.

British R-33 Airship Soon to Appear Here. 

The announcement by Brig. Gén. L. E. O. 
British air attaché in Washington, that the new 
dirigible R-33 was about ready for a t voy- 
age, is confirmed at U.S. Air Service uarters, 
where it is pointed out that such a flight “ serve 
to rudely awaken the American people to our inferiority 
in respect to commercial air transportation.” a 
of 2,000,000 cubic feet gas capacity, with a gross 
of sixty tons and a useful lift of twenty tons available 
for fuel, passengers and merchandise, are now success- 
fully flying in Europe, it is stated, and the further an- 
nouncement made that the British are now

The tremendous activity 
abroad in the development of the dirigible has led con- 
servative —-. in the Air pare maga that the 
airship of 10,000,000 cubic feet eapaci a 
lift of 300 tons, of which 200 tons will be usefal it, is 
not so far off because through the improvement of effi- 
ciency will come constant increase in size.

After nearly two years active service with the colors, 
and an interested study of Army affairs for thirty years, 
I wish t add my ea of the West Point grad- 
wate to what bas already appeared in your columns. 
Many members of the Staff Corps in which I served 
have agreed with me that the men from the Point are 
the best officers we have, that to them should belong 
most of the credit of making an army out of the huge 
mod of civilians that reported for service in this emer- 
gency; that quite invariably they can be counted upon 
to treat with consideration and coartesy the unfortu- 
nate civilian who, fresh from business or professional 
life, confronts the problem of becoming on as short no- 
tice as possible “an officer and a gentleman.” 

In conversations on this sub I have found general 
agreement that the West ter is more -democratic, 
less snobbish, less “hard-boiled” and unjidst to his men 
and subordinates than the officers raised from the ranks. 
As to “fighting — comparisons are invidious, 
but it bas generally been shown in this war that the 
mo gentleman fights quite as well as the “rough- 
neck.”

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SERVICE AND PROMOTION. 

To tux Eprrok or tHe Army AND Navy Jowrnat: 

This is not a kick, nor am I knocking anybody: it is 
simply a statement of facts. It sometimes helps to 
know that there are others whose misfortunes may be 
as great or greater than one’s own. When a kicker 
developed in the hospital where I spent some three 
months in France, two convalescent wounded were dele- 
gated to escort him to the orthopedic ward during dress- 
ing periods. He, as a rule, returned a chastened mortal. 

When we finally entered the war and officers’ training 
bev were inaugurated, it was stated that no one 
would be commissioned unless he had undergone train- 
ing at one of the camps and was found efficient. Those 
of us commissioned at the camps put in about fifteen 
hours per day for three months. -Those from first camp 
commissioned Aug. 15, 1917, went to work within two 
weeks, some attached to Regular outfits in France and 
the rest in camps over here. Captains were commis- 
sioned in Chemical Warfare Service who never saw a 
camp or a laboratory. First lieuténant commissions in 
the Sanitary Service were given to sergeants major, Med- 
ical Department. Men who had never seen a shell 
burst ranked men commissioned Ang. 15, 1917, who had 
gone ‘immediately to France and served five months 
under constant fire aad were then in the hospital, leg- 
less, armiess, or suffering from some other wound, and 
were, after more than a year's service as Infantry line 
officers, still second lieutenants, although in pearly 
every case they bad been recommended for promotion. — 

If you showed that you were not A-1 in the line, hack 
you went and were fitted to a job in the S.O.S. Per- 
fectiy just and proper and no knock is intended for the 
8.0.8. But now comes the pinch that many of us feel. 
Why were many Infantry officers who were found inef- 
ficient at an Infantryman’s job promoted, and those of us 
who were efficient enough to be allowed to rpmain in 
command of treops doing the fighting until ‘killed or 
wounded, not promo beeause of lack of vacancies? 
Many vacancies weft filled by the promotion of men 
sent back to 8.0.8S., and by men from our own and 
other camps who never got across or into action, and 
were commissioned months after we were. Just as an 
example, take my own case. Commissioned captain In- 
fantry, N.A., Fort Myer, Va., Aug. 15, 1917. Attached 
to 23d Infantry, sailed for France with the 234 Sept. 
7, 1917. Went into the line in March, 1918, in eom- 
mand of Company Bb, 23d. Came out of the line July 18» 
on a stretcher, spent three months. in hospital in France 
three months at Waiter Reed, discharged on S.C.D. Jan. 
27, 1919. Still a captain of Infantry although recom- 
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mended for promotion and D.S.C., neither of which I 
have ever heard from. Mine is but one of many cases.

NAVY UNIFORM SERVICE COAT. 
To Tue Eprror or tnu& ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Considerable criticism has been made by persons in 
civil life as well as by those in the Service regarding 
the new Navy uniform service coat, a number of which 
are now being worn. The coat is undoubtedly an im- 
provement so far as the comfort of the wearer is con- 
eerned, but is less natty than the old blouse, particularly 
in regard to naval insignia showing that a person is 
really of the naval service. The principal criticism is 
that the severe plainness detracts from the coat as an 
article of uniform, and the following suggestions are 
submitted : a 

Increase the size of the buttons to the next larger size. 
Fit pleated pockets, securing same with a flap by a but- 
ton similar to the flaps now on the uniform white blouse, 
but making the buttons one size larger. Add insignia 
on the lapels of the coat to indicate the naval service 
and the corps thereof. Slightly increase the front 
height, lower the back height a little, and increase the 
width of the top of the uniform cap a trifle, thereby giv- 
ing it more “bell.” 

The suggestion made by some to omit the cap grom- 
met, thereby giving the cap a soft effect, would make the 
appeerance ridiculous. The omission of the grommet 
would preduce almost the same effect as the old “steam- 
ing” cap and dungarees the engineer watch officers some- 
times wear while on watch. The grommet besides im- 
proving the cap prevents deterioration through collection 
of dirt and grease in its folds. 

It is believed that in the desire to obtain comfort, the 
‘nattiness and appearance of the coat have been over 
looked. The above changes could be made with little 
expense, if any, to the new coats already in use, and it 
is hoped that the department will take steps to improve 
the new coat which at present compares very unfavor- 
ably in appearance with the old blouse. The writer was 
rather amused by the article regarding the proposed 
change in the uniform for the Marine Corps, it being 
noted that some f ‘the officers are very well satisfied 
with their pres¢nt umiforms and do not desire a change. 
This was also the case with a great number of Navy offi- 
cers regarding the change in their uniform blouse. It 
is believed, however, that the change in the Marine Corps 
blouse to a coat similar to those in use by the British 
army would be an improvement, both in appearance and 
comfort.

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THE VICTORY MEDAL. 
To rue Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JowugNaL: 

The powers that be have decided to award a War Ser- 
vice Medal to any and all who served their country in 
its time of need, whether in foreign lands or at home 
and so far as can be seen with a disregard of the char- 
acter of the service rendered. I believe that the idea 
is good; a id one. It being hard to discriminate 
we must give the credit to all unless, for some manifest 
reason, they should not have it. I refer to the “con- 
scientious objectors” and to those others (few—thank 
God) who have been convicted of disloyalty and crimes 
against the good name of the fairest nation in the world. 
And yet the instructions as te this emblem of loyalty 
that it will be awarded to all who served between April 
6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918—for fifteen days. It would 
not require much thought to correct this point—ap- 
parently unnoticed by those at home. 

Bronze or silver stars are to be worn on the service 
ribbon for each battle clasp. (iood—this shows that the 
wearer has been “in it” and made goed. An officer or 
man cited in orders which did not justify issuance of 
medal or cross shall wear a silver star for each such 
citation. That is also good—shows he made good.. But 
why not include thoge others in the Services of Supply 
repeatedly recommended for honors and cited, but to 
whom the honor was not awarded? I know of an officer, 
recommended on three different occasions by general offi- 
cers for the D.S.M., but te whom, for some dnknown 
reason, this medal was not awarded. Why is he not 
also entitled to the silver star? All the star means is 
that ‘e made good above his fellows. But it means go 
much to him. Why not add to the regulations that those 
who have been recommended for the medals by the com- 
manding general or the general chief of the service 
under whom they were working will be entitled to -a 
silver star for each recommendation, providing they jwere 
not actually awarded the medal. "Twill cost nothing, 
but make wives, children and relatives happy.

The NC-1 and the NC-3 were meanwhile awaiting fa- 
vorable weather at Halifax before undertaking the next 


“hop” te Trepassey Bay, Newfoundland, a distance of 


460 miles. It was not until the morning of the 10th, 
however, that Lieut. Comdr. Patrick N. L. Bellinger, 
U.S.N., the flight commander, decided that conditions 
were right, and then the start was made. The NC-1 be- 
haved well, but before the ships had been under way long 
the NO-3 devetoped engine trouble and she was obliged 
to return to Halifax for repairs. The NC-1 flew stead- 
ily on and landed at Trepassey Bay at 4:14 p.m. The 
NC-3 arrived there at 7:50 p.m. The NC-4 at ten 
o'clock (Halifax time) on the morning of May 15 re- 
sumed the flight from Chatham, and arrived at Tre- 
passey Bay at 6:41 p.m. 

Weather reports reaching Commander Bellinger from 
mid-Atlantic and elsewhere had decided him not to make 
the start for the Azores, a stretch of 1,350 miles from 
Trepassey Bay, and the longest on the entire voyage, 
until better conditions prevailed, and so he held on, 
which gave the NC-4 further opportunity to make Tre- 
passey Bay in time to sail with the other two ships. 

The Navy dirigible C-5, in command of Lieut. Comdr. 
E. W. Coil, U.S.N., left Montauk Point, Long Island, 
N.Y., on the morning of May 14 on a non-stop flight to 
St. John’s, Newfoundland. It was said the ship might 
later try for a flight across the ocean, but instead of 
following the course of the seaplanes NC-1, NC-3 and 
NC-4 she might head direct for the Irish coast. Three 
battleships are already on this route, the U.S.S. Utah, 
500 miles out from the American coast, the U.S.8. 
Flerida 600 miles beyond the Utah, and the U.S.S. Ar- 
kansas about 300 miles from the Irish coast. If the sea- 
planes complete their flight te the Azores, it is said the 
destroyers on this route may be moved for the benefit of 
the C-5. If it was found, however, that weather condi- 
tions were favorable for the transatlantic flight the big 
airship would not wait for the shifting of the destroyers. 

The Navy Department was notified on the 15th that 
the dirigible had landed at St. John’s at 9:50 o’clock in 
the morning, after a record-breaking flight for craft of 
this type, but late that afternoon the unpleasant news 
came that she had broken adrift, her crew managing to 
leave her before the cables holding her parted and she 
drifted eighty-five miles, where she came down at sea. 
She was found by a British steamship. The U.S. de- 
stroyer Edwards left immediately for the scene when 
word was received at St. John’s from the British ship. 
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COLONEL CLARK’S “SMASHING” SPEECH. 


Bennett C. Clark, who was elected president of the Na- 
tional Guard Association at St. Louis on May 6, and 
whose attack on the Regular Army was noted in our 
issue of May 10, was engaged as parliamentarian for the 
House of Representatives at the outbreak of the war. 
He enlisted in the Missouri National Guard as a private 
and the next day was appointed lieutenant colonel of 
the 6th Missouri Infantry, which was drafted into the 
United States service. In France he attended a staff 
schoo] and was appointed G-1 (administrative duty) on 
the staff of the 88th Division. In February, 1919, he 
was transferred as G-1 to the staff of the 35th Divi- 
sion, and on March 25, 1919, was promoted to colonel, 
U.S.A., just previous to the return of that division to 
the United States. He went to France with his regi- 
ment in April, 1918, and returned with the 35th Divi- 
sion in April, 1919. 

Colonel Clark’s proposal to “smash the Regular Army” 
has naturally aroused indignant protest. An officer now 
of the Army, formerly of the National Guard, writes: 
“Some one in the Army has indeed been very remiss in 
his duties to permit such a military wonder to sever his 
connection with the Army. He is sore now and wants 
every one to know it. He would destroy the Regular 
Army—both because it is an inefficient organization and 
because it is the Regular Army. He, being a lieutenant 
colonel recently from a training camp, should be compe- 
tent to judge, but reports from officers who knew him at 
the training camp are not very glowing, and we old-time 
non-coms. would class him as a ‘gold brick.’ If he 
had commenced his military career in the Regular Army 
at the bottom some efficient old first sergeant would have 
no doubt kept him on ‘kitchen police’ for about three 
years until he had demonstrated his fitness for the ‘promo- 
tion’ te lance corporal. I was a member of the National 
Guard for about two years—an officer the greater aes 
of the time. The organization appealed so strongly to 
me, its inefficiency, petty jealousies, ete., that when war 
with Germany was imminent I resigned my commission 
as a first —. in the National Guard and enlisted 
in the Regular a as a ‘buck private.’ The Regular 
Army has done itself proud. It was the nucleus around 
which the large Army was built. Its officers are in 
most cases 100 per cx efficient, and in my ten years’ 
service I have National — officer who was 
competent to judge the efficiency of one Regular Army 
. The enlisted personnel of the National Guard are 
splendid, manly cha the ‘salt of the earth,’ the ma- 
jority of whom sh be officers in the place of many of 
the National Guard officers, relics of those good old days 
when the ten-days’ picnic came once every year—the 
ten-days’ holiday party at Federal expense.” 

“One of his intended victims” writes of Colonel 
Clark’s speech: “I cannet understand what led him to 
make such an shenedl atent statement, but I am certain there 
must be something wrong in connection with his release 
from the Army. Lieutenant Colonel Clark was offered a 
commission as colonel in the Missouri National Guard 
soon after the United States entered the war, but due 
to the fact that he had no previous military experience 
he declined, on the grounds that he deemed himself in- 
efficient to properly perform the duties of a regimental 
commander; accepting in lieu thereof a commission as 
lieutenant colonel, thinking, no doubt, that the duties 
did not require a great amount of military training. he- 
cording to Colonel Clark there is no need for the ‘T 
lars.’ Why, certainly not! It arasn’t the ulars who 
were the first to to France, at Marshal offre’s re- 
quest. It wasn’t the Regulars who bore the brunt of the 
whole affair on the rang: | battlefields of devastated 
France, and, what’s more, they are still there. Yet Col- 
onel Clark states there is no use for the Regular Army. 
Of course the people of the United States are ignorant 
of these facts, for the Regulars didn’t have correspond- 
ents galore to give them such a wide publicity in our 
daily papers for their heroic deeds and phenomenal mili- 
tary feats as was given some of the National Guard divi- 
sions, but the longest day has an end, and all these little 
things will, sooner or later, come to light. At the time 
war was declared the National Guard was wholly ineffi- 
cient. The present state of efficiency in the National 
Guard is due to discipline instilled into members of these 
organizations by officers and non-commissioned officers 
detailed as instructors, by the War Department, to Na- 
tional Guard units.”

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Admiral Chauncey Thomas, U.S.N., 
died at his home at Pacitic Grove, Calif., May 9, 1919. 
He was born in New York city April 27, 1850, and re- 
ceived his appointment te the Naval Academy from 
Pennsyivania in 1867. He was graduated in 1871, and 
his first assignment to duty thereafter was in the frigate 
Wabash, on the European station. From July, 1873, to 
May, 1882, his service included duty in the storeship 
Supply and the-frigates Colorado and Wabash, sloop 
Canandaigua, flagships Worcester and Colorado, sloop 
Portsmouth, flagships Hartford and Powhatan’ and sloop 
Adams. During the above assignments he served as aid 
to Rear Admirals J. R. M. Mullany, William E. Le Roy 
and Stephen D. Trenchard. Subsequent. services in- 
cluded duty in the Nautical Almanac Office, aid to Admi- 
ral D. D. Porter; in the training ship Monongahela, 
Bennington, Hydrographic Office and the Oregon. In 
February. 1898, he was assigned to command the Wheel- 
ing and was out on the Asiatic Station for duty, re- 
turning in December, 1899, and was next assigned to 
duty in the Hydrographic Office. He was assigned to 
command the Fish Commission steamer Albatross in 
1902, and was later on duty at the navy yard at League 
Island, in the Lighthouse Establishment, in command of 
the Maryland, was inspector of the 3d Lighthouse Dis- 
trict, and in 1910 was assigned to command the 2d Divi- 
sion of the Pacific Fleet, with the California as flagship. 
He was assigned as commander-in-chief of the fleet in 
1911, and was retired for age April 27, 1912. 

Lieut. Col. Lafayette E. Campbell, U.S.A., retired, 
died at his home in Denver, Colo., after an illness ex- 
tending through several years. le was born in Ohio, 
May 9%, 1846, and served in the Civil War as a private 
in the 3d Towa Cavalry, and as a first lieutenant in the 
3d U.S. Volunteer Infantry. He entered the Regular 
Army as a second lieutenant, 15th Infantry, May 11, 
1866, and later served in the 33d Infantry, 22d Infan- 
try and Q.M. Department. He was retired on Dec. 11, 
1892, for disability in the line of duty. Among other 
duties in the Army after the Civil War, he served five 

ears in the Dakotas. In 1874 he was transferred to 

‘ort Monroe, Va. Later he was sent to Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, where he built the post, the second 
la t in the United States. After his retirement from 
active service he became interested in the Creed mining 
district of Colorado. When his health failed he retired 
from business, devoting his entire effort to the manage- 
ment of St. Luke’s Hospital, Denver. The medical and 
surgical staff of the hospital on May 5 passed resolutions 
in his memory expressive of respect and affection, 
and also said: “Calone! Campbell for many years de- 
voted his energies of mind and body to the upbuilding 
of St. Luke’s Hospital. From an establishment barely 
able to maintain its existence, he developed a flourishing 
institution which is an acknowledged benefaction to the 
whole community. Under his pilotage the Training 
School for Nurses has reached a standard of excellence 
seldom attained. His relations with the professional 
staff of the hospital were intimate and cordial, but it 
was always clear that, though unspoken, his controlling, 
dominant thought and purpose were the good of the hos- 
pital and enhancement of its usefulness. His example 
should be fruitful for the uplift of this community. We 
shall hot soon see his like again.” ‘The remains of Colo- 
nel Campbell were sent to Arlington National Cemetery 
for interment. 

Reports received in London, May 13, from Arch- 
angel, Russia, stated that Lieut. Frank B. Garrett, of 
Texas, and Sergt. F. H. Patterson, of California, be- 
longing to the U.S. Army, were killed in the battle 
which resulted in the Allies capturing Maselka on the 
Archangel front. 

Ensign Wilkey B. Hollander, U.S.N.R.F., died at his 
home in New York city, May 12, 1919, after a short 
illness. Ensign Hollander was born near Boston, thirty- 
five years ago, and for many years was associated with

Mrs. Grace Harrington, widow of Lieut. H. M. Har- 
rington, U.S.A., who fell with Custer in the battle of the 
Little Big Horn in 1876, died at her home in New 
York city, Wednesday, May 7, 1919. She was the 
granddaughter of Claudius Berard, who was professor 
of French at West Point for many years, and the 
daughter of Robert A. and Harriet Berard, whose home 
was at Highland Falls. She leaves a daughter, Grace 
Aileen, and three grandchildren, two sisters, Mrs. Joel 
Deese and Mrs. Minnie Matthews, and two brothers, 
John and Claude Berard. Mrs. Harrington had endeared 
herself to many besides her relatives, who will sincerely 
mourn her loss and feel that with her a real friend has 
gone. 

Lieut. Carter V. Hines, a flying instructor of Kelly 
Field, was killed instantly and Cadet Joseph Massey 
sustained a fracture of his right arm when the plane in 
which they were flying fell April 28, at the Sheet farm, 
eight miles from San Antonio, Texas.

U.S. ARMY UNIVERSITY IN FRANCE. 


Secretary Baker spoke with great enthusiasm on the 
educational system of the American Expeditionary 
Force in France in an interview on May 7. He described 
in detail the scope of the work in the American Army 
University at Beaune, France, and of the extension sys- 
tem of training given to soldiers who do not attend the 
university. Concerning the educational work in France 
Mr. Baker said: 

“There never has been anything like this in the 
world. At Beaune, France, they have set up a univer- 

7 were originally put up for a base 
hospital and the war came to an end before they had been 
occupied. There are over $,000 students there, and there 
are eleven departments—they have a school of agricul- 
ture, a divinity school, a school of law, a schol of medicine, 
a college of arts, college of science, a school of dentistry. 
I cannot enumerate the others, but practically any sub- 
ject that a man wants to know can be taken up. They 
Save gotten the teachers in part from the teachers the 
Y.M.C.A. brought over when it planned to do work 
along this line; but for the most part they are college 
professors or coll graduates who were in the ranks 
themselves as soldiers, and who have volunteered as 
teachers. You find, for instance, a private lecturing on 
integral calculus and there will be seated down in the 
classroom a major, a couple of a lieutenant or 
two, sergeants and corporals; but the man who knows is 
the private, he is the professor, and the military hie- 
rarchy is completely upset before the intellectual hie- 
rarchy. Perhaps in the next department of the univer- 
sity, however, a major will be the lecturer, and so on. 
About nine thousand men are now taking courses, which 
are wonderfully complete. In the rtment of Agri- 
culture, for instance, the whole field agricultural edu- 
cation, so far as I know, is 

“In addition to as you know, some 
three thousand of our men are matriculated in colleges 
in England and France. They are actually in Cam- 
bridge, Oxford, the University of London, University of 
Manchester, Trinity College, of the University of b- 
lin, and in the Sorbonne and other French universities. 

“They have at Beaune what they call the normal col-

go back to their divisions after taree or four weeks, and 
set up schools to teach the men in the elementary 
branches. All the men in the university agree to stay 
until the completion of the course for which they have 
matriculated, which is three or four months, I think. 
The idea of all of this is that no soldier will return to 
the United States illiterate. In gddition to higher edu- 
cation they give men an ea take up elemen- 
tary subjects. The enthusiasm of menu for education 
work is the most amazing thing. 

“The cheering and stirring thing about it, to me, is 
the readiness with which the American soldier lays down 
his arms and takes up his books; and, in the second place, 
it shows what, I think, in the future will be the nor- 
mal eceupation of a permanent Army. Instead of the 
men of the permanent Army living in idleness, we will 
have them doing military things half the time and edu- 
cational things the rest of the time, so that they. will 
come out with an education and the Army will become 
the West Point of the enlisted men. That is really a 
great idea.”

GENERAL SCOTT LEAVES CAMP DIX. 
Major Gen. Harry C. Hale, U.S.A., who recently re- 


turned to the United States from France, assumed com- 
mand of Camp Dix, N.J., May 10, relieving Major Gen. 
Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., retired, who returns to his home, 
leaving behind him a record of camp administration un- 
excelled. The morale of the camp has been of the high- 
est description, and its conduct all the way through has 
been popular, making for the best possible efficiency. 
The rapid system of demobilization at the camp was 
among the best in the country and was a model. 

Officers of the Army and others connected with Camp 
Dix gave a dinner on May 10 to General Scott as a 
token of esteem, and in honor of the new camp com- 
mander, General Hale, at the Pig-n-Whistle Inn, at 
Brown's Mills.. The dinner was planned and given by 
sixty secretaries of the = ig: Bh’ .C.A, at Camp Dix 
under the chairmanship of a secretary, Olaf 
Gates, as a personal expression of their admiration. The 
guests included heads of the various welfare organiza- 
tions. Speakers told how under the inspiration of Gen- 
eral Scott’s leadership Camp Dix since he took com- 
mand, had become the national model in all the great 
e which featured the development of the 
intensive system. Under his direction plans 
were worked out for the improved personnel 
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choosing the right men for the right places in Army life, 
for the important trade tests, for various short cuts to 
efficiency in actual training work of soldiers, and finally 
of the forty-eight-hour plans for demobilizing returning 
organizations. More than 300,000 men in all have been 
trained at Camp Dix and as a demobilization center it 
is passing thousands of soldiers to civil life. General 
Scott's + oe of varied service since he entered West 
Point in 1 was also spoken of at the dinner. Although 
he was retired from active service Sept. 22, 1917, for 
age, while Chief of Staff of the Army, he was reassigned 
to active duty as Chief of Staff and held the position 
until Dee. 31, 1917. He was next assigned to duty in 
command of Camp Dix. He will make his home near 
Princeton, N.J. General Scott is a member of the Fed- 
eral Board of Indian Commissioners, and may visit, in 
an official capacity, Indian tribes in the near future and 
among whom he is so highly respected.

CHECKAGE AGAINST ARMY ACCOUNTS. 

The consensus of opinion among officers whose duties 
involve financial transactions for the Government is 
that it is still too early for Congress to enact legisla 
tion relieving Army disbursing officers from the check 
ages against their accounts. In view of this fact, it is 
hardly likely that the War Department will recommend 
such legislation in the early days of the special session 
of Congress. ‘here is no question that such relief 
will be asked, as it was following the Spanish-American 
War. But on account of the large number of troops 
still in service and because of the fact that disbursing 
officers, particularly in France, are still working under 
emergency conditions, officers of the Bureau of Finance 
do not consider it the proper time to secure such legis- 
lation. It is comsidered likely that when Congress is 
asked to pass a law relieving officers from responsibility 
after their accounts have been audited the suggested 
legislation by the War Department will follow closely 
the measure introduced by Senator Hoke Smith of Geor- 
gia at the last session, which reads: “Provided that all 
officers charged with the disbursement of public funds 
and all officers responsible for public property intrusted 
to their custody since April 1917, and during the 
present emergency shall be discharged from al! respon- 
sibility therefor in all cases when their accounts have 
been checked and passed by the chief of the bureau 
corps, division or department or other unit or organiza- 
tion operating as such, of the War Department, to which 
such officers belong or have been detailed; and such 
officers shall be held responsible only in cases of frand 
or attempted fraud or embezzlement in the disbursement 
of public money or the custody of public property. No 
officer who has been discharged shal! be called upon to 
testify in connection with such accounts or property ex 
cept under the same conditions and for like compensation 
as is now allowed to witnesses in courts of the United 
States.”

SEARCHLIGHTS OF THE CorPS OF ENGINEERS. 

In our account of the thrilling and mteresting exhibit 
made by the Army in the Victory Loan parade of May 3, 
which appeared in the issue of May 10, the Signal Corps 
was credited with a number of trucks which carried 
huge searchlights with their equipment. Capt. C. Beard, 
Corps ef Engrs., U.S.A., calls attention to the fact that 
these were a part of the interesting exhibit of the Corps 
of Engineers. He adds “The facts are that the search- 
light equipment shown was entirely a development of the 
Engineer branch of the Service in the matter of design, 
production and operation. The material exhibited has 
a projector with a diameter of five feet, and the beam 
thrown by this projector is of 250,000,000 candle power, 
and is capable of projecting its illumination to a height 
greater than the highest yet attained by aircraft. The 
development of all such searchlight matériel for military 
purposes is the function of the Engineer arm of the 
Service and it may be truthfully stated that since the 
war a ter advance has been made in the perfection- 
ment of this class of matériel than has ever been cane 
before since it was first applied to military uses.”

Worxine on New Coast Derense Pans. 

Officers of the Coast Artillery Corps in Washington 
are working on plans to modify the system of coast de- 
fenses of the United States and its appurtenant terri- 
tories so as to conform to the latest developments of 
Coast and Heavy Artillery. The plans announced by 
the board of review of the War Department in 1915 ar 
those now being considered, with a view to making such 
corrections in them as the experiences of the war mak: 
necessary. Coast Artillery officers indicate that exten 
sive changes may be made in various coast defense works, 
particularly with regard to the gun mounts. The rail- 
way mount, which has heretofore been but slightly used 
by the Coast Artillery Corps, will doubtless play a larg: 
part in any new program. The large production of guns 
of the medium calibers will also make more ordnance 
available for coast defenses in the territorial limits of 
the United States as well as in the Canal Zone and island 
territories.

ARMY ITEMS. 
Secretary Baker Defends General Crowder. 

Secretary Baker called “unfounded and unjust” the 
intimation contained in an article published in the New 
York World of May 15 that Major Gen. Enoch H. 
Crowder, Judge Advocate General of the Army, had gone 
to Cuba to direct the revision of the election laws of 
that country in order to eseape direct contact with the 
anticipated Congressional investigations concerning the 
administration of military justice. Mr. Baker pointed 
out that General Crowder had postponed his going to 
Cuba until he could appear as a witness before the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, and was assured by 
the committee that his further attendance was not de- 
sired. Secretary Baker said: “The suggestion that the 
General is contemplating remaining in Cuba so as to 
avoid appearance before Congressional committees in con- 
nection with this matter is unfounded and unjust. In 
recent correspondence General Crowder expressed his 
disappointment at not being able to return at once to 
the United States, and clearly indicates that he expects 
to return and to be of any service he can in any investiga- 
tion Congress may undertake on this or any other sub- 
ject affecting the War Department.” 


Aircraft Contract Cancellations. 





During the four weeks ended April 26 the Bureau of 
Aircraft Production withdrew cancellations and suspen- 
sions of contracts to the amount of $6,944,144, thus re. 
ducing the total canceled and suspended contracts to 
$493,735,473. These withdrawals are practically all for 
spare parts and accessories. From the date of the 
armistice to April 26 canceled and suspended contracts 
representing an original value of nearly $118,000,000 
have been liquidated at a saving of over $92,000,000, or 
seventy-eight per cent. 

Good Health of the Army. 

In spite of an increase in the rates for new cases of 
disease and for deaths among troops in the United 
States, the most recent reports show continuation of 
good health conditions both at home and in the A.E.F. 
New cases of diseases in the A.E.F. for week ended 
April 24 numbered 7,599; an annual rate per 1,000 of 
355. In the U.S. for week of May 2 the number was 
10,782; an annual rate per 1,000 of 1,316. Deaths from 
all causes in the A.E.F. for week ended April 24 were 
108; in U.S. for week of May deaths were seventy-seven. 
On May 1 there remained in hospitals in France only 


1,192 battle casualties to be returned to the United 
States; 114,827 sick and injured have returned since 
Nov. 11; 6,725 were returned from the A.E.F. during 


the week ended May 2. On the date of last report there 
remained in hospitals in France a total of 39,694 pa- 
tients. Of a total of over 17,000 corrections in the cas- 
ualties reported as missing in action, only twenty per 


cent. were deaths; forty-four per cent. of the corrections 
= wounded and thirty-one per cent. were returned to 
uty. 
Lost Baggage at Hoboken. 

The Lost Baggage Depot, Hoboken, still has on hand 
3,300 pieces of baggage of returned members of the 
American Expeditionary Forces which it cannot deliver 
to owners because of lack of information of their where- 
abouts. Owners of baggage lost overseas should commu- 
nicate their name, address and description of the baggage 
and how lost to the Baggage Officer, Port of Embarka- 
tion, Hoboken, N.J. If the baggage should not be at 
Hoboken the baggage officer will institute search. 


Unclaimed Boe of Silwer at Douglas. 

Lieut. W. H. Moore, Q.M.C., Camp Supply Officer at 
Douglas, Ariz., has reported to The Adjutant General 
an unclaimed box of silver plate in the miscellaneous 
warehouse at Douglas. On one side of the box is 
marked in black paint “Ft. Benjamin Harrison.” Some 
of this silver plate bears the initials “J.A.L.” It is 
thought that this box of silverware belonged to some 
officer who was on border duty there during the years 
1916, "17 or °18, or got mixed with personal effects of 
officers ordered to the border, and was never claimed. It 
is hoped to locate the owner, as the value of these arti- 
cles would reach a considerable sum. They include a 
serving tray, cake server, coffee pot, teapot, sugar bowl, 
cream pitcher, spoon holder, Thermo carafe, hot point 
stove, chafing dish, card tray, serving tray and bed 
linen marked with small basket of forget-me-nots em- 
broidered in one corner. The box was opened Dec. 5, 
1918, by Capt. L. R. Holmes, contents listed, and re- 
packed. 

Motor Transport Corps. 

Ten surrendered German motor trucks that saw ser- 
vice overseas in the war and which are now in possession 
of the Motor Transport Corps of the U.S. Army will 
aid the Salvation Army in the “Dollars for Doughnuts” 
drive in New York city on May 21, the big day of the 
week's campaign for $13,000,000 for home service work. 
The trucks will be loaned for the occasion upon request 
of Mrs. J. Borden Harriman, vice-chairman of Women’s 
Committee, to Col. Brainerd Taylor, U.S.A., Motor 
Transport officer, Eastern Department. They are part 
of a shipment numbering 101 that left Brest, May 2. 
By a curious twist of circumstances, Colonel Taylor, 
then motor transport officer of the advance section of the 
A.E.F., was the officer who received, under the terms 
of the armistice, these very trucks, and 2,400 others, at 
Coblenz, Germany, when the American Army of Occu- 
pation reached that city. The trucks were assigned to 
the Motor Transport Service Park, at Center and Pearl 
streets, New York city, where they will be overhauled 
after the parade preparatory to shipment overland to 
various parts of the country. 

General Pershing has requested and the War Depart- 
ment has approved the authorization of thirty-one motor 
transport companies to provide organizations for men 
who were enlisted while in the French field service, and 
who have been continually on duty with the French. The 
numerical designations of the companies are to be 814 
to 844, inclusive. 

Victory Loan at Camp Vail. 


The Signal Corps at Camp Alfred Vail, at which 
there are fifty-four officers and 441 enlisted men, mainly 
those looking for release from the Service, entered with 
a vim into the Victory Liberty Loan campaign, the band 
playing in season and out, days and nights, at all the 
meetings held at towns and villages in the vicinity.

That there is considerable. complaint against the War 
Department’s system of discharging officers from their 
emergency rank, and a feeling of discontent among 
some officers of the Regular Establishment over the 
workings of the so-called demotion orders, is manifest 
in the numerous letters of criticism we receive. Sey 
eral writers of these letters urge the revocation of thes 
orders until after Congress has acted and the size of

The War Department's aim, it is explained, dis 
turb the conditions resulting from the demobilization of 
the Army as little as is possible pending legislation by 
Congress which shal! fix our military policy and deter 
mine the size of the Regular Army. On the oth und, 
officers who have strongly opposed the purpos« 
department to adopt a system of promotion by selection 
in peace time declare that the existing eviden 
satisfaction is positive proof that any selection plan will 
entail just such dissatisfaction as is now encountered, 
and that it is illogical to adopt such a syste he 
light of this fact. These officers say they are convinced 
by the experiences of the war that promotion by elimi- 
nation, while it might in isolated instances work in- 
justice, would in the main prove as nearly just and fair 
as it is possible to make any system which, as in selee 
tion, would depend upon efficiency ratings coupled with 


human judgment. 

In explanation of the system of selecting officers for 
discharge from emergency rank, the War Department 
points out that it is following recognized procedure fa 


miliar to every person who is emgaged in specialized 
activities. With the stupendous iscvease of the Army 
the assignment of officers to higher grades-was abse 


lutely imperative; with the decreasing strength of the 
Army there must be a reversal of process, The War 
Department views its action in the discharge of officers 
from their temporary commissions as contingent upoa 
circumstances over which it has no control, but is at 
tempting in every way possible to stay the operation of 
the “law of supply and demand” so far as officers of 


the Army ate concerned, in the hope that Congress in 
the meantime may come to the rescue, and readjust 
ment of the near future may find a large number of offi- 
cers of the Regular Army maintained in their emer 


gency rank, the lower grades to be filled by Class 3 off 
cers, who are officers of temporary service who ex- 
pressed a desire to make the Army their career. The War 
Department's view is that the system is working out 
quite satisfactorily, keeping in mind the various and 
complex problems arising in the present readjustment 
period. Every attempt is being made, it is stated in 
behalf of the department's policy, to find positions im 
which officers may retain their emergency rank before 
these officers finally are declared surplus im their pres 
ent grades. Only when no positions are vacant in the 
grades held by the officers listed as surplus are orders 
issued for their discharge from temporary commissions 
held duzing the war. As an earnest of this desire of 
the War Department to hold capable officers in their 
temporary rank, it is pointed out that officers on de 
tached duty, for example, those assigned as Nationa! 
Guard inspectors and military instructors in colleges 


and schools, are retaining their rank until such time 4s 


Congress establishes a definite military policy. Also, 
that Regular officers, or officers recommended for the

All this; however, is not very consoling to the officers 
who find themselves demoted, especially those of the Reg- 
ular Army who feel that their records are unblemished, 
their efficiency established and their services in peace 
and war of a high standard of merit. Letters we re- 
ceive indicate that the feeling that “selective demotion” 
does not result in justice te the indévidual is far more 
widespread than the department apparently believes, as 
we have said. Here are examples of this feeling: 

A demoted colonel of Cavalry, now major, writes: 
“For many years I have read your journal, and always 
you have stood firmly, independently, squarely and un- 
afraid for the just treatment of officers of the Regular 
Army. You have recognized their honor, efficiency, in- 
tegrity and value to their country, and you have spoken 
of their loyalty and splendid spirit. Then why, ‘in the 
name of God and the great Jehovah’ are you silent now 
over these erratic, unexpected and humiliating demotions 
which place men, who in this country have so thoroughly 
proven their value, under their juntors everywhere?

“When is the War Department going to remedy the 
absurd condition now prevailing throughout the Army 
regarding rank?

MAKING PERMANENT TEMPORARY RANK. 


Officers of the Army will be pleased to learn the at- 
titude of Secretary Baker as expressed by him on May 
10 in favor of providing some means whereby exception- 
ally deserving officers who have received temporary ad- 
vancement in rank may be maintained permanently in 
that rank. Mr. Baker said he would strongly urge the 
Sixty-sixth Congress to pass a law conferring apon Gens. 
Peyton C, March, John J. Pershing and Tasker H. Bliss 
the permanent rank of general, and indicated that he 
was in favor likewise of recognizing the ability and ser- 
vice of other officers temporarily advanced in grade. Mr. 
Baker said that if. Congress had passed the General 
Staff’s plan for the reorganization of the Army, provid- 
ing for a commissioned personnel of 28,000, the increase 
would have been sufficient to warrant maintaining in 
their advanced rank officers of especially meritorious 
service. If the new Congress creates an Army sovffli- 
ciently large these officers, he said, will be rewarded by 
increase of permanent rank; if no provision is made to 
permit officers to retain their emergency rank according 
to the tables of organization it might be necessary for 
the War Department to ask Congress for special legisla- 
tion of this nature. Secretary Baker did not state defi- 
nitely that the War Department would advocate a policy 
of maintaining all officers of the Regular Army in their 
advanced rank, but he expressed himself as being anxious 
to have the Government reward the services of officers 
who served with distinction by allowing them to retain 
permanently their emergency commissions. 

Regarding the possibility of officers holding emer- 
gency rank securing permanent appointments to their 
temporary rank, the Secretary said: “In the recommen- 
dation which the War Department made to Congress 
for a larger Army enough places of rank would have 
been created, if the Congress had acted favorably upon 
it, to establish many of these men in the higher rank 
which they temporarily enjoyed. If the Congress cuts 
the Army down below what was recommended, or at 
least below what was enough to provide permanent rank, 
it is likely that the War Department will have to make 
some recommendation to Congress to provide for these 
men. When we find out what the size of the Army is 
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to be we will be able to tell how many of the-afficers 
who. have successfully enjoyed temporary rank can be 


‘promoted permanently to those ranks, and then we wilt 


have to see how many of those who are worthy of recog- 
nition are to be otherwise provided for.” 

According to officers of the General Staff no plan has 
yet been formulated to make such provision as suggested 
by Mr. Baker in case Congress cuts the Army down to 
its former size.. There is some speculation on the ques- 
tion whether the War Department might not urge Con- 
gress to pass legislation which would create an Army of 
500,000 in which the enlisted personnel would be skele- 
tonized, but in which provision would be made for all 
the officers called for under the tables of organization, 
in order that trained officers might be available for the 
expansion of our ferces in the event of an emergency. 
Secretary Baker has not intimated that he anticipates 
adopting such a plan, but in case it is shown that the fail- 
ure of the General Staff plan is imminent, se#ch & éourse 
would still be open to him. No further suggestions have 
been made as to the manner in which permanent higher 
commissions can be provided except that contained in 
Mr. Baker’s statement that he would urge Congress to 
pass special legislation conferring the rank of general on 





three officers now temporarily commissioned in that 
rank, viz., Generals March, Pershing and Bliss. 
PROSPECTS-OF THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


What may well be considered a forecast of the recom- 
mendation the War Department will make to Congress 
regarding the re-establishment of the National Guard 
was made by Secretary of War Baker on May 13. Mr. 
Baker committed both himself and the War Department 
to a policy favoring the reconstitution of the Guard, al- 
though he said at the time: “‘There never has been any 
statement of policy as to the organization of National 
Guard units. The War Department,” he said, “is in 
favor cf and in sympathy with the organization of the 
National Guard, with this suggestion as to the future 
organization of the Guard: It ought to be, as far as 
possible, assimilated to the form of organization which 
has been developed to be necessary during this war, that 
is, the larger regiment and special services. My judg- 
ment is that in organizing the National Guard it ought 
to be organized as to fall easily into the most modern 
form of war organization.” There can be no doubt that 
Mr. Baker favors the continuation of the National Guard, 
but on an improved system. In the light of this fact and 
in view of the passage by the House of the appropriation 
bill providing for the expenditure of nearly $9,000,000 
by the National Guard and the reporting of the same bill 
from the Senate Committee with an allowance of more 
than $7,000,000 for the Guard, some speculation can be 
made upon the probability. of the continuation of the 
National Guard as an essential part of the fational 
defense. 

Under the provisions of the National Defense Act of 
June 3, 1916, the enlisted strength of the National 
Guard fot-any state is fixed for the first year after the 
passage of the act at 200 men for each Senator and 
Representative, this to be increased by not less than 
fifty per cent. per year thereafter until a strength of 
800 per. Senator and Representative shall be attained. 
These troops may be federally recognized, trained under 
War Department regulations, and inspected and equipped 
by the War Department. At the present time it is im- 
possible for the Government to equip the number of 
state troops provided for under the National Defense act 
en account of lack of funds and corresponding lack of 
eyuipment. Opinions of the Judge Advocate General 
have held that the National Guard may not obtain from 
the Federal Government any equipment without a 
transfer of funds from the National Guard appropria- 
tion. Secretary Baker said in response toa question 
concerning the return of equipment: “Whenever the 
Federal Government extends recognition to the organiza- 
tions of the National Guard, they by virtue of that rec- 
ognition become entitled to receive from the Federal 
Government the equipment.” Federal recognition suffices 
to make the National Guard organizations eligible to re- 
ceive necessary equipment, but in obtaining it there 
must be a transfer of funds from the Guard appropria- 
tion. It is therefore necessary for Congress to vote suf- 
ficient funds to allow for the equipment of the Guard or 
to pass special legislation permitting the National Guard 
to make use of surplus Army material before even the 
reorganization favored by the Secretary of War can 
take place. The question of financing the National 
Guard units is, however, the only one that State or 
Federal Militia officers need consider since, under exist- 


ing law, a large National Guard organization is pro- 
vided for. 
Without taking into consideration the possibility of 


the adoption of some plan for universal military train- 
ing under which, it is generally intimated, the Guard 
might have no place, it appears that the National Guard 
will be provided for at least during the next fiscal year. 
The fact that both House and Senate leaders consider it 
essential that appropriation measures be passed before 
the question of reorganization comes up indicates that 
the National Guard appropriation will be passed or re- 
jected together with the remaining items included in the 
estimate submitted by the War Department. If it is 
passed, it would take special legislation superseding the 
authority of the National Defense Act to prevent the 
states from organizing National Guard units to the limit 
of the allowance of funds to be made by Congress at the 
coming session, Im view of the fact that Secretary 


Baker has declined to distead the nunidereal 

until peace is finally coneladed, -it “i¢ believed that Con- 
gress will ‘the So pecgpiaels ak oda aaa 
maintain the National Guard; and will not postpone such 
action on the supposition that it may prove to be un- 
necessary in the event of the adoption of universal 
training at a later date. It has’ been suggested that Mr. 
Baker's support of the Militia system defines bis posi- 
tion as being opposed ‘to universal training, ‘but he has 
maintained that there is no relation between the two, 
and until he makes his positidn clear it is expected, that 
Congress will carry the necessary appropriation to 
the National’ Guard to reorganize on practically the 
pre-war footing. 
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Navy INFORMATION FOR CONGRESS. 

The Bureau of Navigation, Navy Dpertnus seeking 
the co-operation of the members of Congress in solu- 
tion of the problem of supplying sufficient per- 
sonnel to man all ships and at the same time obey the 
Secretary's orders to demobilize to 250,000 men by July 
1—a problem which has been set forth in several arti- 
cles in the ARMY AND Navy JournNAL—has issued a let- 
ter dated May 14 to members of Congress to assist the 
latter in replying to the numerous letters they receive 
from their constituents in regard to the release of en- 
listed personnel. The letter stresses the known fact 
that “until such time as the Navy may cease the oper- 
ation of cargo vessels and transports it will practically 
be impossible to further reduce the enlisted personnel 
on duty and at the same time maintain efficiency, un- 
less vessels are placed out of commission and vital ac- 
tivities are discontinued.” The letter adds that these 
activities cannot be continued except by enlisted per- 
sonnel because of lack of funds or lack of trained civil- 
ians to continue them. The bureau points out that inter- 
ference with its plans in solving the problem would 
“without doubt seriously interfere with the return of 
troops from France and in the supplying of food to the 
stricken people of Europe.” It is to be hoped that mem-

MR. BAKER ON OUR MILITARY SYSTEM. 
Silent on Universal Training. 

Secretary of War Baker declined to comment on the 
merits of a system of universal military training when 
asked on May 13 whether he was willing to express his 
views on the subject. Mr. Baker gave as an answer to 
the question the statements he had made to Congress at 
the time of his hearing on the General Staff Army Re- 
organization bill. He said: “I told the Congress at the 
last session that I think it inadvisable to discuss uni- 
versal training until after the peace and League of Na- 
tions negotiations at Paris are concluded,” The ques- 
tion was asked of Mr. Baker following a statement made 
by him in an interview concerning the report of a 
speech he made while returning to the United States on 
the transport George Washington. This speech, made 
largely to officers of the 32d Division, originally com- 
posed of National Guard units, was made in commenda- 
tion of the volunteer system as the basis for the Ameri- 
ean Army. Mr. Baker expressed his satisfaction over 
the showing made by the National Guard during the 
war and declared that he would endeavor to have the 
dual Regular Army-National Guard system for peace 
times maintained. The statement was made largely in 
reply to criticisms that he had heard to the effect that 
the selective draft had been a reflection on the volunteer 
system. He closed with the observation that the Amer- 
iean Army of the future should always be built around 
the volunteer system as a nucleus. Yhen commenting 
on this speech on May 13, the Secretary said his re- 
marks on shipboard bore no relation whatever .to the 
question of universal training. He supplemented his 
remarks on the National Guard by saying that he was of 
the opinion that National Guard organizations should 
be provided for by Congress in the same way as they 
were before the war with the exception that he was in 
favor of their organizing up » the new basis of larger 
tactical units and of their 1 .\ataining their divisional 
integrity. 

Address at Dinner i» 

Secretary Baker’s address v ilc on board the George 
Washington, referred to above. was delivered on his 
return voyage to this country {vom France, the occasion 
being a dinner given in honor of Major Gen. William G. 
Haan, U.S.A., commanding the 32d Division, who, with 
his staff, also returned on the ship, which reached New 
York on May 5, What is stated to be a stenographic 
report of the speeches on that occasion, made by an 
oficer who attended the dinner, was published by the 
New York Times on May 11. Nearly all those at the 
dinner were Army officers, the few civilians present in- 
cluding Congressman Martin B. Madden, of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs; Bishop Brent, senior 
chaplain of the American Expeditionary Force; and 
Raymond Fosdick, of the Goverument’s Army and Navy 
welfare organization. Secretary Baker said, in part: 
“When this war broke out, so far as America was con- 
cerned, there was not an officer in the American Army 
from the grade of major general down who had ever 
commanded a division of troops. The largest command 
at that time was the Expeditionary Force which General 
Pershing had in Mexico. Surely one of the significant 
things about this dinner is that a major general is being 
congratulated by his officers for the proud record of 
having trained them for the fight and led them to suc- 
cessful victories, being promoted to the grade of corps 
commander and later restored to the head of his divi- 
sion. He is now taking his division home on a victory 
ship, to return his soldiers to the arms of their families. 

Service of the National Guard. 

“From George Washington's day until now the Na- 
tional Guard has been maintained in the United States, 
and in the short period during which I have been per- 
mitted to be Secretary of War I have seen it render 
splendid service. A few weeks after I became Secretary 
of War it was necessary to add to the standing Army, 
then on‘the border, another trained force, and there are 
many of you who were called to Texas and who were 
impressed by the fact that there was in the nation a 
body of trained men ready for service. 
hen, when we went into this European war, the 
little handful, literally a handful, of officers and men 
who made up the Regular Army might have been sent 
and sacri as was the British Expeditionary Force, 
in a fruitless but brave effort to stem the tide—fruitless 
because of its inadequate size. But there was ready at 
hand the National Guard of some 250,000 men. ey 
were immediately assembled, their ranks were filled up 
by men from our selective service, their oflicers promoted 
and detached and other officers were oy noe m, and 
they became a gars of a great National Army. . 

“Conditions have changed some since George Wash- 
ington wrote his itical testament to the American 
people, and I do believe that the wise act of America in 
this war was the selective service law. It was not a 
reflection upon the volunteer, but was an attempt to 
take the men who could best be spared from home or 
those least needed at home. 

Favors Volunteer System? 

“But I think that we must always have our Regular 
Army based on the volunteer system, and I trust that 
we shall have the National Guard system maintained in 
close co-operation with the lar Army, in part main- 
tained and ae the ral Government. 

“When the next strife comes, we want another dem- 
onstration of the supreme power of America of the kind 
that we had in this war, and this comes only as a result 
of the view throughout the country of the duty and 
obligation of national defense. Out of these views it 
may be ble to make a policy. You can formulate 
now what that policy ought to be. Congress and the 
War Department, in attempting to formulate a military 
policy, want to devise a system which satisfies you men 
who have experience and know of the conditions, and 
so, if you present your views, we will try to respect 
them with the proper legislation.”

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RESCINDS “WIVES AND MOTHERS” RULE. 
Army Women May Go Abroad after June 15. 


Readers of the AnMy AND Navy Journat will be 
particularly interested to learn of the rescision after 
June 15 of the rule forbidding wives and mothers of 
American officers and enlisted men to go to Europe. 
Secretary of War Baker notified the State Department 
on May 14 that after the middle of June the War De- 
partment will interpose no objection to the granting of 
passports to applicants because of the presence of rela- 
tives in Europe. He emphasized, during his interview, 
however, the fact that t State Department will not 
alter its policy of issuing passports only in exceptional 
circumstances. The change has the effect of removing 
the specific rule of the War Department, made early in 
the war in response to the request of the Allies, which 
forbids close relatives of members of the A.E.F. to go to 
Europe. Secretary Baker's statement follows: 

“I am to-day notifying the State Department that on 
and after June 15 the department will interpose no ob- 
jections to the granting of passports to the wives or 
mothers of American officers and enlisted men who may 
wish to go to Europe. It should be understood that this 
will not affect the general policy of the State Depart- 
ment with regard to granting passports, but merely re- 
moves the specific objections of the War Department 
(made earlier in the war in response to the urgent re- 
quests of our Allies) to permitting close relatives of 
members of the American Expeditionary Forces to go 
to Europe. 

“The changed ruling will permit a number of people 
who have important interests of various kinds to look 
after in Europe, but who have recognized the need of 
uniformity in the application of any such policy, to 
make their plans to go abroad during the early summer. 
The rapid westward movement of our officers and sol- 
diers, it is believed, will render it unlikely that many 
persons will desire to ‘take advantage of the changed 
policy. The State Department will not grant passports 
to members of the families of officers or soldiers whose 
counuinations are listed for early return to the United 
States. 





Transportation Not Assured. 

“It should be pointed out that in addition to the very 
difficult conditions of living in Europe, the high cost of 
food and lodging, and the delays and uncertainties of 
obtaining transportation of all kinds, there is the fun- 
damental difficulty of ocean transportation. The War 
Department is prohibited by law from carrying civilians 
upon its transports, and in the stress of westbound traf- 
fic many officers, enlisted men, and many more Welfare 
Workers who have served with the troops abroad, are 
required to be accommodated on commercial liners. The 
War Department, therefore, will be unable to assure any 
assistance in the way of transportation. 

“The policy of beth the State and War Department is, 
therefore, to discourage all applications for passports for 
persons who are not prepared to stay abroad at least six 
months, and our representatives abroad have been in- 
structed not to vise passports of civilians for passage to 
the “United States while the transportation of troops 
continues, except in cases of urgent necessity, in order 
that the already heavy demands upon westbound ocean 
traffic may not be increased any more than is absolutely 
necessary.”

Furlough to the Reserve. 

Directions have been given for the issuance of a cir- 

eular reiating to the furlough of enlisted men in the 
lar Army to the Reserve. The new circular wil! 
define the application of circulars 16 and 35 (W.D., 
1919), which will be held to apply only to men physi: 
ally eligible for discharge as provided in sub-paragraphs 
(by and (c) of circular 86 (W.D., 1918), and circular 
(W.D., 1918). It is provided that men eligible for 
furlough to the rve under circulars 16 and 35 (W 
D., 1919), but physically ineligible under other circu- 
lars specified above will, if their disabilities are curable, 
be furloughed to the Reserve when cured. Men suffer- 
iag from incurable disabilities will be discharged on 
surgeon’s certificate of disability when points of maxi- 
mum improvement in their cases have been reached. 
Discharge of Men from One Locality. 

The commanding general of each demobilization camp 
has been informed that, in demobilizing organizations 
sent to them, all men coming from a given city or com- 
munity are, as far as practicable, to be discharged on 
the same day to enable them to return in a body to their 
community for such welcome as may be contemplated 
for them. 

Furlough and Discharge of Reserve Men in A..F. 

The Commanding General of the A.E.F. is being in- 
formed that he is authorized to return to the United 
States for furlough to the Reserve enlisted men of the 
Regular Army, under conditions specified in Circular 
16 (1919). They will report to the Commanding Gen- 
eral, Port of barkation, Hoboken. Discharge in 
Europe of men entitled to furlough to the Reserve is 
subject to good and sufficient proof presented that the 
dependents of the soldiers reside in Europe and that it 
is his intention to remain there. Men so discharged 
must waive claim for sea travel allowance from Europe 
to the United States. Travel allowances from a man’s 
station to port of embarkation in France and from 
Hoboken, N.J., to place of his acceptance for enlistment 
will be paid. 

Discharge of College Students. 

While there will be no special discharge of college 
students, as a class, from the Army, it is believed that 
by the time colleges open there will remain a very smal! 
number of college students in the Army. The Office of 
the Chief of Staff announces that by retaining the men 
of the Regular Army, not now entitled to discharge, 
and securing recruits it is hoped that most men who en- 
tered the Service for the emergency wiil be replaced by 
Sept. 1. It is not considered just to other soldiers to 
discriminate in favor of co students. The college 
man now ormeem, ; = —— oe A.E.F. desiring to 
up any of education, many opportunities of 
so. Over 200,000 officers and men of the A.E.F. 
now taking some form of instruction while they are 
the Army, ‘The number of men remaining in the 
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Army on Sept. 1, 1919, who entered the Service for the 
emergency only, will depend upon the need for troops 
abroad and the success of the campaign for volunteers in 
the Regular Army. The War Department is vigorously 
conducting a campaign to secure recruits, and the re- 
ults are beginning to be very gratifying. By the use of 
as many of the old Regular Army as possible, about 
10.000 of whom are not now entitled to discharge or 
furlough to the Reserve, and the volunteers obtaine@? it 
s hoped that most men who entered the Service for the 
emergency only will be replaced by Sept. 1. By that 
date the number of college students remaining in the 
Army will be very small indeed. 

Demobilization of Army Nurses. 
Instructions have been issued by the Surgeon General 
decentralize the work connected with the demobiliza- 
n of members of the Army Nurse Corps.

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ARMY VETERINARY CORPS PROMOTIONS. 





As a result of a revised decision of the Comptroller 
of the Treasury holding that Par. 1, Section 16, of the 
National Defense Act authorizes the President to issue 
commissions in the Army Veterinary Corps above the 
grade of captain, the following officers of the corps have 
been promoted from captain to major in the Veterinary 
Corps with rank from date indicated: Frederick Foster, 
Gerald E. Griffin, Charles D. McMurdo, William G. 
Turner, William V. Lusk, all from June 3, 1916; Olaf 
Schwarzkopf, from Sept. 14, 1917; Joseph R. Jefferis, 
from July 1, 1918; Harry F. Steele, from Oct. 2, 1918. 
Contingent on the decision of the Comptroller these offi- 
cers will receive back pay from the date of their com- 
mission in the rank of major. 

Under the Comptroller's decision of last August offi- 
cers who had been promoted to major were reduced to 
the grade of captain in the Veterinary Corps, but they 
received commissions in the temporary grade of major 
in the U.S. Army. The present decision restores them 
to the grade earned by length of service in the Veterin- 
ary Corps. 

In regard to appointments and promotions in the 
Veterinary Corps of the Army the Comptroller of the 
Treasury reconsidered decisions he rendered in Au- 
gust and October, 1918, in which he held that the law 
did not permit appointments or promotions in the corps 
to the grade of major or above. Under a decision of 
the Comptroller rendered April 9, 1919, promotion in the 
Veterinary Corps to the grade of major is open to vet- 
erinaries who have had twenty years’ service in the 
Army. The Comptroller cites the provisions of Section 
16 of the National Defense Act, which constitutes the 
Veterinary Corps and provides for appointments there- 
in. It is held to be clear from the language of the act 
that no person can be appointed from civil life as an 
assistant veterinarian with rank above that of second 
lieutenant, and that for the first five years of his service 
he shall have the rank, pay and allowances of second 
lieutenant. It is equally clear, the Comptroller decides, 
that veterinarians of Cavalry and Field Artillery now 
in the Army, together with such veterinarians in the 
Quartermaster Corps as are now employed in such corps, 
could be appointed as second lieutenants, first lieuten- 
ants and captains, according to length of service. Origi- 
nal appointments under the provisions of Paragraph 4 
of Section 16 of the act were doubtless limited to the 
grade of captain, because of the provisions contained in 
the paragraph for retirement under certain conditions 
with seventy-five per cent. of pay; but after having been 
appointed their right to promotion should be determined 
by the conditions of Puxragraph 3. The Comptroller 
modifies his decision of Aug. 20, 1918, accordingly. He 
adds: 

“A new and different organization of the Veterinary 
Corps for the Natioual Army from that provided by the 
act of June 3, 1916, having been prescribed by direction 
of the President in general orders No. 130, do not 
think ikere is any doubt that under the authority con- 
ferred upon him by the Selective Service Act of May 18, 
1917, the President had the right to commission men 
temporarily during the period of the emergency to any 
grade in the Veterinary Corps below that of lieutenant 
colonel without regard to any of the restrictions con- 
tained in the act of June 3. 1916. 

“On Aug. 7, 1918, G. O. No. 73 were promulgated by 
the War Department. On and after the date of this 
general order the President has the authority, under 
the act of May 18, 1917, to issue commissions in the U. 
S. Army, without restrictions, up to and including the 
grade of colonel. Authority to issue commissions as col- 
onel and lieutenant colonel in the Veterinary Corps, as 
such, at any time is open to serious question and is at 
least doubtful 

“The views of this office that commissions as colonel 
and lieutenant colonel in the Veterinary Corps, as such, 
were prohibited in the proviso in the third paragraph of 
Section 1, which provides: “That the organization of 
eaid force shall be the same as that of the correspond- 
ing organizations of the Regular Army,’ was undoubt- 
edly shared by the Surgeon General's office, as I have 
been informally advised that a bill was prepared in that 
office and submitted to Congress, which, if enacted into 
law, would have specifically authorized the appointment 
of colonels and lieutenant colonels in the Veterinary 
Corps, as such; that, acting upon the advice of the 
Judge Advocate General, the bill was withdrawn, and 
the Secretary of War was requested to grant permission 
to make such appointments; that on Feb. 6, 1918, The 
Adjutant General of the Army advised the Surgeon Gen- 
eral that the Secretary of War had authorized the ap- 
pointment of two colonels and four lieutenant colonels 
upon this authority and upon the. recommendation of 
the Surgeon General, four lieutenant colonels, Veteri- 
nary Corps, were commissioned. 

“There is no question but that the President had au- 
thority to issue commissions as colonel and lieutenant 
colonel in the National Army and that men so commis- 
sioned could have been assigned for duty in the Veteri- 
nary Corps. In view of this fact and the fact that the 
commissions under consideration were issued on what 
was regarded as competent and legal authority, services 
under such commissions having been rendered in good 
faith, and, having in mind the em«*gency then existing. 
and the apparent necessity for sdcAnistrative officers of 


higher rank—the number of officers in the Veterinary 
Corps having been increased from 100 to over 2,200— 
payments made or to be made to men commissioned in 
the Veterinary Corps as colonels, lieutenant colonels, 
majors, captains, first lieutenants and second lieutenants 
will not be disturbed by the accounting officers, if cor- 
rectly made in other respects.” 


SHOOTING CONTESTS IN A.E.F. 

The rifle championship of the A.B.F., shot for at Le 
Mans, France, on the d’Avours range on May 12, was 
won by Corpl. Leland A, Peyton, 5th Marines, with a 
score of 550 out of a possible 600. Sergt. Jonas F. 
Waters, 13th Marines, won second place with a score of 
548. Corporal Peyton is twenty-two years old, and this 
was his maiden competition. He joined the Service 
about two years ago and shot his way to fame over 
1,300 picked marksmen from every unit and every ser- 
vice in the Army, some of whom had been rated among 
the best shots in the world. Sergeant Waters joined 
the Marines in the spring of 1917 and previously had 
shot in several smaller matches. 

Lieut. Col. Cornelius Hodges, 6th Inf., U.S.A., was 
third by the score of 547. He is a distinguished marks- 
man, but as an officer his,score does not count in the 
competition with the others. He will receive a special 
gold medal. Corpl. Delmar Rippey, 5th Marines, scored 
545, as did Major Payson H. Foster, 180th Field Signal 
Battalion, and Sergt. Olay Gunheim, 351st Inf. Fourth 
and fifth places, respectively, go to the last two named, 
because of better rapid fire scores. Major Foster, as a 
former Navy man and former Michigan National Guards- 
man, has been shooting for fifteen years. 

Twenty-one enlisted men and seven officers win gold 
medals. Among the enlisted men are those previously 
méntioned and Ray S. Trusler, 5th Marines; Sergt. J. 
W. Weisem, 2d M.G. Battalion; Pvt. Carl 8. Kennedy, 
14ist Inf.; Sergt. C. B. Smith, 5th Marines; Corpl. 
Fred Waters, 13th Marines; Corpl. Oscar Moreland, 6th 
Marines; Sergt. Leland A. Chanoweth, 20th Marines, 
and Sergt. James Minnaski, 3d Marine Guard. 

The officers who received medals are Captain Sorrels, 
Major H. R. Kimbaerling, 343d M.G. Battalion; 2d 
Lieut. H. B. Pierce, 310th Inf.; Ist Lieut. G. Spooner, 
47th Inf.; Ist Lieut. A. Cole, 23d Inf.; Ist Lieut. G. H. 
Dane, 131st Inf., and Ist Lieutenant McLeod, 7th Ma- 
rines. 

The 2d Division, U.S.A., stood highest ofall the divi- 
sions, and the 5th Marines of all regiments. Twenty- 
four officers and men of the 5th and 6th Regiments’ rifle 
teams will be sent to United States to compete for 
places on Marine Corps teams which will shoot in the 
National Matches. Major Gen. Commandant George 
Barnett, U.S.M.C., by cable on May 12 requested Major 
Gen. J. A. Lejeune, commanding the 2d Division, to 
extend the Commandant’s congratulations and apprecia- 
tion to the ten marines who wen places as champion 
riflemen in the Le Mans matches. 

The champion pistol shot of the A.E.F. is Pvt. Or- 
ville York, of the 5th U.S. Marines, an eighteen-year-old 
boy, who had never fired a pistol until he joined the 
Marines last July. He won the title of champion on 
May 13 with remarkable skill from a field of 800 com- 
petitors on the d’Avours range, Le Mans, France. His 
score was 1,022 points, out of a -possible 1,200. Color 
Sergt. James W. Dell, 15th Field Art., U.S.A., a dis- 
tinguished pistol shot, who scored 1,032 points, ten 
higher than York, was the honorary winner of the match, 
but his score did not count for the championship under 
the rules.

AMERICAN LEGION CAUCUS. 

The caucus of the American Legion, held in St. Louis, 
Mo., adjourned on May 10 after a three days’ session.

The 
ships comprising the fletilia have all seen active servicer, 
while the officers and the majority of men in the crews 
have all had active service im the war zone. Not only 
will the types of ships be shown affeat. but each one will 
be completely equipped and manned as if going into 
aetion.

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SUCCESSFUL CANDIDATES, NAVAL ACADEMY.
